Aside from those employed in 
the 
various borough high schools there are 
only eigh t 
A dam s 
County teachers 
who receive m ore than the minimum 
salary allowed by law. 
This fact is 
disclosed by the current issue of the 
School Bulletin issued by County Su­ 
perintendent Both. 
Of the 220 teachers in the county, 
110 receive $50 a month and 85 are 
paid $40 a month. The School Code 
provides th a t no less than $40 may be 
paid to any regular 
teacher, while 
those who have tau g h t two years a n c 
have any certificate higher than pro­ 
visional m ay dem and $50. This also 
applies to norm al school graduates. 
As would naturally be expected, Get­ 
ty sb urg pays the highest salaries. W. 
A. Burgoon, supervising principal of 
the local schools receives $166.66 
?. 
month while other members of the 
High School faculty receive, $05, $00, 
$75 and less a month. Only one teach­ 
er outside of G ettysburg gets $100 
and th a t is Prof. Roy I). Knouse, prin­ 
cipal of the Littlestown school. 
Of the eigh t teachers in the county 
who do not teach in hisrh schools ana 
get more than the minimum salary 
three are in the G ettysburg schools, 
three in Conewago township, one in 
Liberty tow nship, and one in Bigler­ 
ville. 
The 
m inim um 
salary of $40 
or 
$50, according to th e training and ex­ 
perience of the teacher, has done mucn 
to provide the county with a more ef- 
ficent corps of teachers, yet even now 
the profession 
is fa r 
from 
being 
crowded for every year Superinten­ 
dent Roth 
has 
about a half 
dozen 
schools for which there is some diffi­ 
culty in 
securing 
teachers. 
These 
schools are not alw ays the same, 
so 
th at the difficulty comes not from con­ 
ditions th e re but ra th e r from lack of 
sufficient 
teachers. 
All, 
however, 
have alw ays been accommodated. 
This condition is felt not alone 
in 
Adams C ounty but is reported also 
from oth er sections of the State, the 
teaching profession not draw ing 
so 
m any a s 
m ig ht 
be 
expected. 
The 
losses through m arriage and to other 
professions are great, 
so that each 
new incoming class is required to fill 
vacancies. 
The cost of m aintaining the county 
schools here remains about the same 
from y ear to year and few districts 
show any material change in the tax 
rate. In the districts where there are 
parochial schools there is frequently 
required no school tax a t all, the state 
appropriation being sufficient to m ain­ 
tain the public schools.

A fter the efforts of almost 
half a 
hundred men who had been fighting 
it for two days were unsuccessful

Artillery Fire 
Completes Havoc In 
Retreat of the Kaiser’* Forces Near 
Dixmunde. 


London, Oct. 31.—Artificial 
floods 
of a tar more dangerous 
character 
than any caused by the natural rise 
of a stream, aided the allied armies 
in Flanders to rout the German forces 
that had crossed the river Yser with­ 
in the last week and refused to be 
dislodged in spite of a most terrific 
cannonade from the land and sea bat­ 
teries. 
Without a sign of warning the in­ 
vaders found themselves suddenly ta 
front of madly rushing 
walls of wa­ 
fer, tile work of the Belgians, who 
bad opened the sluices of the Yr'er 
< anal. 
Themselves 
forwarned 
by 
their 
commanders, the allied 
forces bad 
withdrawn slowly as the time for in 
updating Hie territory 
occupied 
by 
the Germans arrived. The latter, how­ 
ever, were caught in the surging tide 
as It rolled over the battlefield and 
engulfed them. 
Thousands 
are 
believed to have 
drowned before the signal was sound­ 
ed for a general retreat across th; 
river. 
Many more 
were washed to 
their death when the German forces 
had already begun to fall back, while 
hundreds of others 
were 
torn to 
pieces by shells from the heavy Bel­ 
gian, French and British 
artillery 
which had been mounted in positions 
that commanded the retreat across 
the river. Tile onrushing waters made 
a reply to the cannonade from th e , 
German batteries Impossible. 
On the line between Dixmunde and 
Nieuport, In Belgium, the German at­ 
tacks delivered by other units than ; 
those who fared so poorly on the j 
Yser, were repulsed, according to the , 
orth tai French statem ent issued in 
Paris, with heavy losses. At La Passee 
the British troops found themselves 
under the heavy onslaughts of Hie In­ 
vaders’ artillery and infantry, but at 
no point were they compelled to fall 
back. 
Farther south there have been few- 
important actions along the great bat­ 
tle front, although the French claim 
to have occupied a number of villages 
after engagements around Albert and 
Arras. Progress Is also claimed by 
the French upon the heights of the 
right bank of the Aisne, down stream 
from Soissons and in several seething 
along the Meuse to the south of Vt r- 
dun. 
The 
Amsterdam 
Telegraf 
states 
that fierce fighting between the Ger­ 
mans and the allies was restarted iii! 
Handers. Heavy firing was heard and 
German troops continually were mov­ 
ing to Zecbrugge, where the garrison 
bad been reinforced by 11,000 ma­ 
rines stationed near Heyst. 
A dispatch from the correspondent 
of 
Reuter’s Telegram company at 
Paris says; 
“The news is excellent. I am able 
to state on the best authority that 
the efforts of the allies are being 
crowned with success. 
“In consequence of the opening of 
the sluices of the Yser canal thou­ 
sands of Germans were caught. Those 
who escaped drow ning were harrassed 
by the artillery.
